THEY SAVED THE FORT. 


Spanish Soldiers Nobly Defend Fort Zarja 
Agoinet the Insurgenta. 


Dispatches received at Havana from 
Manzanilla, provines ofS antiagoda Caba, 
vive details of the gallant defence of Fort 
Zanja, near Canto, by a emall force of 
~panish troops The fort, it appears, was 
besieged by about 2500 insurvente of the 
provinces of Paorte Principe and Santiago 
de Cuba, commanded by lodraguez, Rabi, 
Capote, and others. The attack of the 
insurgents was carried on with vigor for 
four days, during which the detactiment 
of troops defended the place day and 
night, althongh the soldiers suffered 
terribly from lack of water. ‘The inenr- 
gente had with them two rapid fire 
yuns, ope of them belonging to Rabi's 
column, and the other waarecently landed 
near Guayabol, and was manned by 
American gunneis The Jatter made 
excellent practice, firing about 215 shots 
frou tbeir pieces, destroying the ermal 
rere: voirs used for the storage of water, 
riddling tte barracks, beating down the 
storehouses, and duing great damage to 
the fortifications, ‘Three times the in- 
surgents sent messengers to the fort, 
olleripg to aecept the surrender of the 
yarrieon with honor, but the Spaniards 
refused to vive up thefort, and fighting 
with vreat enthusiasm: anawered their 
intention of accepting death before eur 
render. ‘Phe behavior of the Spanish so 
impressed the messenger of the insur- 
vente. that, on hia last vieit to the fort, 
he decided to remain onder the Spanish 
Nay. tleeaid that the insurgents, during 
the first day's fizhting loat thirty-three 
killed, among them being the insurgent 
Colonel Vena, who had recently landed 
in Cuba, and that in addition the e@ iemy 
had ioany wounded. The mersenver was 
unable to say how many insurgents were 
killed daring the other days’ fiyhtiny 
the wvarrisor only had eiyht men 
wounded, 

Newrof the siege of Foit Z-nja was 
earried to Manzanillo and General Honoz, 
witha column of troupe, soon afterwards 
left that city on board four simall gun 
boats, and two tag boats for the river 
Canto, aud protected by the gans of the 
warehipes the troopea were landed at two 
pointe in the vicinity of the besieved 
fort. ‘The insargents no sooner saw the 
troops landing than they beat a retreat. 

As soon as all the soldiers were ashore 
the column started in pursait of the in 
surgents and fol.owed them to Jaque 
Camanaivna Where General tune

BRAVE BRITISH TROOPS. 


DETAILS OF THE RECENT BATTLE AT 
BULUWAYO. 


Good Seryice Done by the Rapid Fire 
(uns—Three Hundred Against a Horde 
of Thousands— Baluwayo Still Besleged 
aud in the Greatest Danger. 


Recent diapatches from Cape Town sav 
that eventein Buluwayo ehow that the 
Matalbeles are displaying great boldness 
and energy inthe pursuit of their pur- 

pee to surronnd Buinw.yo completely 
and eat offall Communication with the 
outside world. It was found that the 
hostile forces of natives had surrounded 
the town on the north, east and weat, 
their ranks being mach too closa to the 
town toallow cf any freedom of action 
by those within it. Their lines were 
being energeticaily extended in both di- 
rections and threatened to ciose on the 
south and cut off Communications with 
Manywe and Mafeking, along which the 
expected re enforcements and rupplies of 
provisions are coming. The pickets of 
the enemy were foand to be in no ¢ase 
beyond four miles distant trom the Baln- 
wayo lines, and they are giving lively 
evidence of their improved knowledge ot 
military strategy over that displayed in 
the warof Lobengula, by the way in 
which they were throwing up rude forti- 
fications and earthwork protections be- 
hind which the native warriors conld 
resiet the charge cf the whites, They 
threatened thus to wor: an approach te 
the town which was speedily patting the 
place in jeopardy. Timinediate sleps were 
perceived to be necessary to dislodye the 
lines Of the enemy and drive them back. 
A column .f attack was hastily formed 
consisting of 100 whites, 100 Cape “boys” 
and 100 natives. They were supplied 
with one Maxim and one Hotchkies 
rapid tiring gon aud were placed in com- 
and of Capt, Mackarlane, They were 
speodily ready for an ollensive movement 
and thos commanded and equipped, they 
sallied forth from the Bulawayo defences 
at + o'clock on Matarday morning, taking 
a direction northeasterly from tLe town 
in the direction of Umguza river, They 
had proceeded only about five miles on 
this courte, advancing cantionsly with 
seoute in advance and outridera on eae. 
ride, When the enemy opened the attack, 
The Matebeles noiibered not lees than 
000, and their attack waa eaver and 
well directed, The column from Balu- 
Wayo Was just crossiny a small stream, a 
tributary of the Ligaza, when the at- 
fack opened. The overwhelming odds, 
ten to one, hurled upon the little column 
drove it back by mere weight of num- 
bere, and the advance parties were glad 
toretreat in haste acroms the stream. 
Phis retrovade miovement waa, however, 
etlected im yood order, and fighting as 
they went, thos drawing the enomy 
across the river. ‘lie Matebeles ad- 
vanced upon the little band of warriors 
in formidable array, their line extended 
ina crezcent formation, the horus of the 
crescent advance (to the front, ereeping 
and wieathing like a treacherons serpent 
seeking to enclose its prey and surround 
if io ats deadly coils, 

‘The looy stravging line extended over 
a distance of three miles, with wide in- 
tervals between thea mien in the line, ex 
cepting the parts where they closed iain 
expectation of abiand to hand conflict. 
Many came on brandishing their asseyvais 
and shield and giving forth teres yells, 
in true favave fishion. As the howlhny 
savagoiclosed in on the column, they 
GHered an excellent taiget for the aweep - 
inv discharge Of the rapid firing gone, 
fhe enyayement which enened was a hot 
and desperate cue, and dark, leaping 
bodies pecmed fo spring ap a fast ae 
they were mowed down, The Baluwayo 
force kept the river in their immediate 
front. ‘Phe firearme did heavy execution 
among the howling natives as they rush- 
ed up the opposite bank, ‘This only par- 
tuuliy checked their fierce onsianght, aiid 
inany caimed the side on whieh the 
whites stood, These were charged by 


the troopers and cut down or driven 
back into the steam. When the Mate- 
bele iu front were finally «viven back 


they were teen to have sastained a heavy

© tabon with the biood of the vietuase of

A NOVEL SIGHT 
Twenty tive Bulle Engaged in a Bitter 

Combat on the Plaine. 


Some few days ag> one of the moet 
unique scenes ever wi on the 
great prairies of the Northwest since the 
disappearance of the buifalo, might have 
been obzerved on the Delbridge brothers’ 
ranch, on the Pipestone, southeast of 
Broadview, astern Assiniboia. The 
Delbridge boys bad been etall- feeding a 
lot of cattle this winter, and on the 
morning in queation they proceeded to 
take the bunch into Whitewood, the 
shipping point en the C.P.R . whence 
they were destined for England by tior- 
don & Tronsides cattle train, and where 
they were joined by a@ choice lot of Mr 
John Donaldson’s. 

The Delbridge consignment consisted 
of some tine heavy three and four-year- 
old steers fat oxen and no lesa than 
twenty-tive bulis. Thesa monarchs of 
the herd had been bought up all over the 
district in the fall, and it was these latter 
that caused the fan.

kngineer Datton has spent six years in 
perfecting and developing his invention 
and in overcoming the various difficulties 
“which most inevitably have presented 
fhemecivyes in an undertaking Bo bold 
and eo utter'y uniqne. His completed 
model has passed the serntiny and won 
the endorsement of the ablest mecuanival

In these days of large sleeves, sleeve 


making is almost a trade in itself. and

PV HEREAS it is expedient and necessary to make and esta’ li-h a 
by-law for the government and good order of the Town of 
Qu’Appelle in the Municipality of South Qu’Appelle. 


THEREFORE, BE 1f ENACTEL by the Corporation of the 
Municipality of South Qu’Appelle, under and by virtue of the Municipal 
Ordinance, and it is hereby enacted by the cuthority of the same ;
